tion for senator makes more important 
his criticism of that part of Governor La- 
Folleite's address that opposed prevailing 
"coddling 
and

American people. Mr. Samp construed 
the governor's statement as highly dis- 
advantageous and harmful to those on 
relief or who might find government help 
necessary to life. The Samp construction 
was a straining to the point of exhaustion. 


Anyone who can so misconstrue the 


plain language used needs help in some 
particular, either in the meaning of words, 
the history of relief, or the purpose of be- 
ing somewhat fair to political opponents. 


Governor LaFollette was plainly aim- 


ing a shaft at that part of relief which 
has become a racket. He was no more con- 
demning a government that feeds and 
helps those whose substance has given out 
than a Republican would condemn a poli- 
cy that prevents starvation. 


But very manfully under the circum- 


stances the governor refused to keep quiet 
about a condition that is disgraceful in 
the Roosevelt regime. 


If Mr. Samp's method of dealing with 


matters of this kind is to prevail in the 
Republican party that organization bet- 
ter fold its tent. If he is to follow the for- 
mer Chappel method of denouncing prac- 
tically everything that a political oppo- 
nent does, however highmindcd or praise- 
worthy, certainly exposure and 
defeat 


must be expected from an electorate as 
intelligent as Wisconsin's. 


There are states where the Republican 


party is in good hands, where its leader- 
ship is too farsighted to condemn the op- 
position for doing what is obviously Tight. 


• In such states the leaders would merely 


observe that insofar as a certain proffered 
attitude is concerned no political issue was 
created since there should be unity be- 
tween all political parties in respect to 
manifest abuses, and particularly those 
that have developed into what may appro- 
priately be called a racket such as the re- 
lief racket now prevailing in the Demo- 
cratic party. 


CARDOZA AND HOLMES 


The death of Justice Cardoza recalls a 


topic of frequent debate and which con- 
cerns the life and conduct of men after 
their elevation to the bench. 


Should one become when elevated to 


the bench, as was Cardoza, a virtual re- 
cluse, living apart, abandoning the clubs, 
societies or other haunts, where men con- 
gregate? Or should one follow the exam- 
•ple of Justice Holmes who mixed freely 
with people, stopped whenever occasion 
permitted to swap a yarn with a crony and 
then mount the bench to deal with that 
acquaintance's rights? 


The lives of Holmes and Cardoza, both 


brilliant, learned 
and popular jurists, 


have demonstrated it would seem that 
men, whether on the bench or off, must 
live the sort of hfe cut out for them when 
their makeups were endowed with cer- 
tain characteristics. Cardoza walked apart 
because he was the everlasting student 
and muser, certainly not because he lack- 
ed affection for his fellow men. Holmes, 
by nature genial and gossipy, enjoyed 
conversation and the more convivial as- 
pects of life, certainly not in any expecta- 
tion that he was detracting from his ju- 
dicial worth. He once said he found no 
difficulty whatever in turning from a 
friendly conversation as the bailiff called 
court to order and announcing a decision 
directly ngain.-t him with whom the con- 
versation had been had. 


Perhaps it should be said that men 


who arc instinctively honest find no diffi- 
culty in merely giving their genuine opin- 
ion.

ITS "FRIENDS" 


In several respects Mr. Roosevelt re- 


sembles Lorenzo the Magnificent.

undertook a journey he sent couriers 
ahead bearing gifts and promises which 
had a wondrous effect upon his reception. 


As the President prepared for a trip 


through the Southland he announced that 
its economic condition was deplorable, and 
something would have to be done about 
il. He implied gifts, bonuses, subsidies and 
special favors to an extent that would

Docs the South really want Mr. Roose- 


velt to do some planning for it? Really? 


It better look over the cotton record 


during Mr. Roosevelt's regime. 


The acreage has been shrinking. This 


year, according to one of the numerous 
bureaus, 26,904,000 acres have been put to 
the South's great staple, the lowest acreage 
in 40 years and 22 per cent lower than last 
year.

velt. It is scarcity in operation. For this 
"cooperation"' the nation agrees to pay the 
cotton planter a bonus of 2.4 cents a pound 
on his actual production. 


The cotton planter, what with the dairy 


business growing by leaps and bounds, 
isn't sure what it is all about but thinks 
he is being helped when he sees the gov- 
c:':.r..c-ut supporting millions of 
faim 


hands for whom there is insufficient work. 


But you can be sure every cotton 


planter outside America is tickled pink. 
The foreigners are the real beneficiaries 
of our program of scarcity. 


For instance last year foreign nations 


produced but little under 20,000,000 bales 
of cotton, which was not only a record 
for them but over GO per cent greater 
than their 5-year average prior to the 
Roosevelt program. 


Mr. Roosevelt is throwing the cotton 


business of the world to others. And not 
one soul has been benefited but the for- 
eign planter. Insofar as our scarcity tends 
to increase prices the consumer gets hit 
harder than ever, the southern planter 
loses more than ever because of the big 
shrinkage in his acreage and the dairy 
farmer 
and 
everyone 
else 
competed 


against by these former cotton acres are 
dragged down. 


But along the Nile, in Southern China. 


India and Brazil cotton planters are happv 
as larks. They don't know whnt they ever 
did to deserve this luck. 


WHY RASKOB AND DUPONT 


MUST PAY 


John J. Raskob and Pierre S. du Pont, 


both men of great wealth, have been close 
friends and business associates for 30 
years. 


Then came the somber month of No- 


vember, 1929. Raskob determined to sell 
nearly $5,000,000 worth of securities be- 
cause the market price was lower than the 
amount he had paid. At precisely the same 
time Mr. du Pont decided to sell almost 
an equal amount of other securities. So 
they sold to each other and for that pur- 
pose went through all the formalities of 
transfer, payment and register. 


Shortly after the new year Mr. Raskob 


sold to Mr. du Pont the list of stocks he 
had purchased from him in November. 
And Mr. du Pont sold to Mr. Raskob pre- 
cisely the same stocks he had purchased 
from him. 


The net result was that these two men 


were able to save by these transactions 
about $1,500.000 of income taxes between 
them. 


And while \ve of the great American 


public may look upon this transaction 
with dark suspicion unless we are not yet 
dry behind the ears it is plainly not one 
which can be decided from a platform but 
necessitates calm but thorough-going work 
by capable representatives of the govern- 
ment. 


Now, such were our laws at the time, 


if this transaction could be called genuine 
the gentlemen were within their legal 
rights, and the government, so far as its 
expected taxes were concerned, was out 
in the cold. For it has been our law that 
a genuine loss on a sale of assets from 
farms to gold bullion could be deducted 
from income such as salary, interest and 
dividends, but if the loss were not actual 
but could be clearly read as a mere con- 
trivance to defeat the government by rid- 
ding one's self of a tax liability and 
thereafter recovering the property involv- 
ed, payment must be made. 


The Board of Tax Appeals has ruled 


against these men judging them only by 
reactions that should strike us all in 
weighing "human behavior.'' The question 
was practically the same as that in the 
Banker Mitchell case where a great block 
of stock was "sold" by the banker to his 
wife and paid for with the latter's note, 
excepting that here the payment was cash 
and no legal relationship existed between 
the parties.

Making: Little Ones 


Turning to other things we note 


that the Department of Justice has 
brought about the conviction ot 
Jake (Gurrah) Shapiro in 
New 


York. The department calls him the 
"czar of racketeers." He was sen- 
tenced to three years in the peni- 
tentiary for conspiring to restrain 
trade and monopolize the $75,000.000 
fancy fur-dressing industry in New 
York City by intimidation and vio- 
lence. 


All that language about conspir- 


ing to restrain trade comes from the 
Sherman anti-trust act which was 
passed by Congress in 1890 to make 
little companies out of big ones, 
such as in the case of Standard Oil. 
But the same law, 48 years later,

compel him to make little ones out 
of big ones—in the penitentiary. 


It goes to show what queer use 


may be made of a law once it is en- 
acted. The same sort of thing hap- 
pened to Scarface Al Capone. For 
years his gangs were involved in al- 
most daily reports of shootings and 
beer running but his crimes never 
caught up with him. What did catch 
up with Capone was the tax collec- 
tor, who found he did not report all 
his income. He was sentenced to 11 
years, and is serving most of it in 
Alcatraz. Probably that is the long-

Sho-uld Be Qualified 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


Children set great store by our promises. Once we say, "Yes," they 


are sure of their heart's desire — until we break our word. Then they 
lose their certainty and much of their joy. 


Most grown up people mean to keep their promises to children and 


do so. Careful people, knowing the uncertainties of tomorrow, are 
likely to say, "If." If it does not rain; if grandma is well enough; if 
nothing happens to prevent, they say, trying to avoid breaking a pro- 
mise or having the child think they broke one. 


Children overlook the niceties of words and go straight to what they 


think they mean. When mother says. "Yes, I'll take you if I possibly 
can," the child hears only the Yes of the answer. If something hap- 
pens to prevent the trip the child is shocked and grieved. He is usually 
very sure that his mother "promised." 
He cries and sobs and wails. 


"You promised me.'' 


The only thing one can do is to keep still until the storm is over and 


then point out, as clearly as possible that one did not say Yes without 
qualifications. Teach a child the meaning of those qualifications by re- 
minding him of them, emphasizing them at the time.
